Two Edmonton-area men 
and the Calgary leader 
of the white supremacist 
group Blood & Honour 
are charged after a pair of 
assaults police say were 
racially-motivated. 

The alleged March 24 as¬ 


saults happened at a south- 
side liquor store, culminat¬ 
ing in a man having a bottle 
broken on his head, Edmon¬ 
ton police said on Tuesday. 

Const. Alex Thomas of 
the EPS hate crimes unit 
said three men hurled ra¬ 
cial slurs at an East Indian 
man inside the Liquor 
Depot store, before things 
turned violent outside. 

“The complainant had 
some injuries to him in the 
sense of bite marks to his 
hand, a stab wound to his 
shoulder as well as a bottle 
that was struck over his 
head,” said Thomas. 

A second man suffered 
lesser injuries. 


Earlier March 24, Ed¬ 
monton police separated a 
dozen white pride and 100 
anti-racist protesters as the 
groups held counter rallies 
for the first time in the city. 

Kyle McKee, 26, of Cal¬ 
gary, faces 15 weapons 
charges and two assault 
charges following a war¬ 
rant execution that turned 
up guns, ammunition and 
machetes. 

Bernard Miller, 20, of Ed¬ 
monton, faces assault caus¬ 
ing bodily harm and assault 
with a weapon charges. 

Philip Badrock, 44, of St. 
Albert, faces criminal ha¬ 
rassment and assault caus¬ 
ing bodily harm charges.

Family and friends were ec¬ 
static Tuesday evening after 
learning a missing Alberta 
couple had been found in a 
remote cabin. 

Anja and Jacob Ooster- 
wijk had not been seen since 
leaving home for a day trip 
to Fernie, B.C., Saturday 
morning. 

Their five children spoke 
to the media earlier in the 
day expressing pleas for help 
with finding the pair, who 
are originally from Holland. 

Finally, a broken radio 
transmission from a remote 
cabin in the Bow River area 
revealed the couple’s vehicle 
had become stuck and they 
had sought refuge in a 
nearby cabin. 

“Obviously it’s great 
news,” said RCMP Insp. Joe 
McGeough. “They will be 
evaluated in hospital but 
my understanding is neither 
were seriously hurt.” 

Earlier Tuesday, the 
couple’s 21-year-old daughter 
Gerdine Oosterwijk de¬ 
scribed her parents as avid 
outdoor adventurers and 
expressed for those that had 
helped in the search. 

“Eveiybody has been in¬ 
credible,” she said. “We can’t 
thank them enough for what 
they have done.” 

McGeough said further 
details on the couple’s 
ordeal — including whether 
any members of the pubhc 
assisted in their rescue 
— were still being deter¬ 
mined.

While he is leaving his 
position of CEO of the Ed¬ 
monton Economic Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, Ron Gil¬ 
bertson says the city is in a 
good spot. 

The EEDC has a vision 
and goal of helping Edmon¬ 
ton become known as one 


of the top five mid-sized 
cities in the world by 2030 
— and in Gilbertson’s opin¬ 
ion, it’s already there. 

“If you look at the 300 
mid-sized cities in the 
world, and you look at the 
strength of their economy 
versus quality of life, I can 
make a very strong argu¬ 
ment that Edmonton would 
be in the top five,” Gilbert¬ 
son said following his ad¬ 
dress at the EEDC’s annual 
luncheon at the Shaw Con¬ 
ference Centre on Tuesday. 

He added that the Con¬ 
ference Board of Canada 
ranked Edmonton third in 
a global survey a couple of 
years ago. 

That puts Edmonton in 
the same category as Cal¬ 
gary, Austin TX, Columbus 


OH, and even Brisbane in 
Australia, he said. 

Overall, it means Ed¬ 
monton’s economy was 
given an A-minus in the 
EEDC’s annual report card. 

That’s due to employ¬ 
ment opportunities and 
high wages, along with the 
fact northern Alberta rep¬ 
resents $290 billion in cur¬ 
rent and planned oilsands 
investments. 

Other reasons include 
stats saying Edmon¬ 
ton leads Canada in real 
income growth, is one 
of the most successful re¬ 
tail centres, is the most 
affordable major city for 
housing, has a relatively 
balanced office market, 
has solid growth in airline 
service and more.

After mashing strawberries, a 
group of high school students 
did an37thing but make a snack 
at the University of Alberta on 
Tuesday. 

As part of a workshop of¬ 
fered by the U of A’s Let’s TaUc 
Science co-ordinators, and 
Alberta Innovates — Health 
Solutions (AIHS), the group of 
Archbishop O’Leary and home- 
schooled students extracted 
DNA from the berries. 

Once combined in a test 
tube with dish soap, water and 
alcohol, a tangled strand of 
DNA forms at the top of the red 
juice, which the students then 
coUect with a stirring rod. 

“It’s pretty dam cool,” said 
Tianna Groeneveld. 

And that’s what co-ordin¬ 
ators want to hear, said Jennifer 
Zwicker, who leads a team of 
six others.

Environment. Major 
overhaul of rules will 
create jobs, say feds. 
Nonsense, says NDP 
— the big companies

A major overhaul of environ¬ 
mental assessment rules for 
big projects will create jobs 
and growth, the federal gov¬ 
ernment announced Tuesday. 

The Tory announcement 
sparked resource industry 
praise and fierce criticism 
from environmental groups. 

First signalled in last 
month’s budget, the govern¬ 
ment said proposed new rules 
would encourage investment 
by avoiding wasteful duplica¬ 
tion and setting strict time 
limits for project reviews. 

“We intend to focus fed¬ 
eral assessment efforts on 
major projects that can have 
significant environmental ef¬ 
fects, such as energy and min¬ 
ing projects,” Natural Resour¬ 
ces Minister Joe Oliver said. 

“Streamlining the review 
process ... will attract signifi¬

Mom, dad are 
Facebook snoops: survey 


Smoking. Tory cuts boost 
Big Tobacco, activists say 


More than 50 per cent of the 
Canadian parents surveyed 
for a study on online safety 
admitted they secretly access 
their teenager’s Facebook ac¬ 
count. 

According to a survey 
conducted in 11 countries by 
security company AVG, the 
global average of snooping 
parents was 44 per cent. 

Still, Canadian parents 
were less likely to spy on 
their teens than those in the 
U.S. and Spain, where 61 per 
cent admitted to monitoring 
Facebook covertly. 

When accounting for the 
results from all countries, 
mothers were more likely 
than fathers to do the cyber- 
stalking. 

About 49 per cent of the 


moms admitted to doing so, 
compared to 39 per cent of 
dads. 

Canadian parents were 
second most likely to be Face- 
book friends with their teens. 

About 66 per cent said 
their kids had accepted their 
friend request, compared to 
72 per cent in the U.S., and 
just 32 per cent in France and 
10 per cent in Japan. 

When it came to wor¬ 
ries about online behaviour, 
about 38 per cent of Can¬ 
adian parents said they wor¬ 
ried their teen’s actions on 
social networks could affect 
their future job, school or 
dating prospects, compared 
to 40 per cent in the U.S. 
and 42 per cent globally.

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Construction magnate’s arrest 
may spark bombshells in Quebec

Reclusive Tony Accurso

A prominent Quebec con¬ 
struction magnate, whose 
cosy ties to politicians and 
links to business figures have 
triggered allegations of scan¬ 
dal, is facing six fraud-related 
charges in a case that could 
have far-reaching political re¬ 
percussions. 

Tony Accurso was among 
14 people arrested by the an¬ 
ti-corruption unit of the Que¬ 
bec provincial police in raids 
Tuesday. 

The arrests could lead to 
an in-depth look into the 
murky world of contract bid¬ 
ding at the municipal and 
provincial levels. 

Accurso, a major player in 
the Quebec construction in¬ 
dustry, has seen his name sur¬ 


face in alleged construction 
scandals that have rocked the 
province for years involving 
municipal and provincial pol¬ 
iticians and union bosses. 

But the reclusive business¬ 


man had never been charged 
with an 3 d:hing — until being 
swept up in an alleged brib¬ 
ery scandal in Mascouche, 
a small town in Montreal’s 
posh northern suburbs. 


Police say Accurso and 
others were involved in kick- 
backs and bribes exchanged 
for favourable contracts or 
privileged information key to 
the bidding process. 


Authorities say the prac¬ 
tice has been going on for 
several years. 

Accurso faces six charges: 
fraud, conspiracy, infiuence- 
peddling, breach of trust and

Tascist’ 
outburst lands Quebec 
civil servant in hot water 


Chretien hits out 
at the‘culture 
of grievance' 
in Quebec 

Jean Chretien says Quebec 
politicians have cultivated 
a “culture of grievance” 
over their province’s 
exclusion from the 1982 
deal to patriate Canada’s 
Constitution. 

“They have a culture 
of grievance over it, not 
looking at the facts,” 
Chretien said. 

But Quebecers have 
been benefiting from the 
Charter ever since, he 
declared. 

The former prime 
minister was justice min¬ 
ister at the time and did 
much of the heavy lifting 
to negotiate the pact that 
brought home the Consti¬ 
tution, with a landmark 
Charter of Rights, 30 years 
ago Tuesday. 

He has been demon¬ 
ized by sovereigntists for 
his part in the so-called 
night of the long knives, 
when a compromise was 
hatched that won the 
support of nine provinces 
— over the objections of 
Quebec’s then-separatist 
government. 

The facts, Chretien 
said, are that 90 per cent 
of Quebecers favoured 
ending Canada’s status as 
a “legal colony”

A Quebec civil servant has 
been reprimanded for say¬ 
ing pro-fascist movements 
should serve as inspiration in 
the fight against student pro¬ 
testers. 

Bernard Guay, head of the 
tax office in the municipal 
affairs department, wrote a 
vehement letter against the 
student protests that have 
rocked Quebec. 

The letter was published 
on the website of Le Soleil 
but it generated such an out¬ 
cry that the newspaper with¬ 
drew it and apologized. 

Guay wrote about putting 
an end to “the t 3 n'anny of left- 


wing agitators” and said the 
“fascist movements” of the 
’20s and ’30s should serve as 
inspiration in fighting stu¬ 
dents who are opposed to 
planned tuition hikes. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Laurent Lessard called Guay’s 
comments “inappropriate” 
and said administrative ac¬ 
tion was taken against him. 

Lessard refused to elabor¬ 
ate. 

For two months, 165,000 
Quebec students have been 
fighting against the hikes, 
staging walkouts and block¬ 
ing entrances to classrooms.

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Jordan promises ‘fair 
trial’. Britain may soon 
be able to deport radical 


A radical Islamist cleric fight¬ 
ing deportation from Britain 
to Jordan was again behind 
bars Tuesday, and the U.K. 
said it hoped to finally expel 
the preacher after a decade of 
legal wrangling. 

Home Secretary Theresa 
May said new assurances 
from Jordan to offer a fair 
trial to Abu Qatada, a Pales- 
tinian-Jordanian preacher de¬ 
scribed in Spanish and British 
courts as a leading al-Qaida 
figure in Europe, should al¬ 
low the saga to end. 

Authorities in Britain 
have been tr 3 dng to expel 
the preacher since 2001, but 
after a lengthy legal battle 
the European Court of Hu¬ 
man Rights ruled in January 
that Abu Qatada could not be 
deported to Jordan because of 
a risk that evidence obtained 
through torture would be 
used against him there. 

Abu Qatada has previously 
been convicted in absentia in 
Jordan of terrorist offences 
related to two alleged bomb 
plots in 1999 and 2000, and 
he will face a retrial if de¬ 
ported from Britain. 

The preacher was arrested 
on Tuesday by U.K. Border 
Agency officers and denied 
bail at a hearing at the Spe¬ 
cial Immigration Appeals 
Commission — a court that 
handles deportation and na¬ 
tional security cases. 

He had been freed in Feb-

ruary following the European 
court’s ruhng, albeit on strict 
bail conditions. 

Following two visits by 
British ministers to Jordan 
and telephone talks between 
Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron and Jordan’s King Abdul¬ 
lah II, Britain had secured a 
series of pledges to address 
the European court’s con¬ 
cerns, May said. 

May said that Jordan had 
vowed that no information 
gleaned through torture 
would be used in the cleric’s 
case and had changed its 
constitution to bar the use of 
such evidence.

Anti-Muslim fanatic 
insists on finishing his

In a scene unimaginable in 
many countries, Norway’s 
worst mass killer since the 
Second World War gets to 
explain his fanatical views to 
the court and the world for 
days dressed up in a business 
suit. 

Two days into Anders 
Behring Breivik’s terror trial, 
the studied formality with 
which Norway’s legal system 
deals with a confessed killer 
who rejects its authority is 
baffling to outsiders, even to 
some Norwegians. 

On Monday, the day the 
trial started, Norwegian 
prosecutors and even law¬ 
yers representing the fam¬ 
ilies of his 77 victims shook 
Breivik’s hand as proceed¬ 
ings began. 

On Tuesday, the 33-year- 
old far-right militant was al¬ 
lowed to give an hour-long 
address to the court, read¬ 
ing from a statement that 
summarized the anti-Islamic 
manifesto that he posted 
online before his bomb- 
and-shooting rampage nine 
months ago. 

“The attacks on July 22 
were a preventive strike. I act¬ 
ed in self-defence on behalf of 
my people, my city, my coun¬ 
try,” Breivik declared. 

He was demanding to be 
found innocent of terror and 
murder charges. He set off 
a bomb outside the govern¬ 
ment headquarters in Oslo, 
killing eight, then drove 
to Utoya island outside the 
capital and massacred 69 
people in a shooting spree at 


the governing Labor Party’s 
youth summer camp on the 
island. 

It was the most “spectacu¬ 
lar” attack by a nationalist 
militant since the Second 


World War, he boasted. 

The court’s main judge 
interrupted Breivik several 
times Tuesday, asking him to 
get to the point, but let him 
continue after he threatened 


that he would either finish 
his speech or not speak at all. 

“It is critically important 
that I can explain the reason 
and the motive” for the mas¬ 
sacre, said Breivik. 

Breivik, who has admitted 
the attacks, said it doesn’t 
matter if he’s sent to prison, 
because living in a country 
ruled by “multiculturalists” 
was a prison in itself. The 
main point of his defence is 
to avoid an insanity ruling.

were treated at the Games in 
Beijing — the organizers had 
a forensic eye for detail and an 
extremely Mgh level of service. 
That’s a very good template 
for us. 

A major source of concern 
for potential Olympic 
spectators is overcrowding. 
Should people watch the 
Games on TV instead? 

No! London knows how to 
deal with crowds. We have 
big global events all the time, 
often simultaneously. The 
Ol 3 mipics will have a great 
atmosphere, and we’ll create 
a transport plan that allows 
us to deal with the influx of 
people. I think people will 
come in 

bigger numbers than is cur¬ 
rently being imagined. And 
that’s what an Ol 3 mipic city 
should strive for. London will 
keep benefltting from the 
Games for the next 50 
years. 


Beach volleyball next to Buck¬ 
ingham Palace: do such new 
sports really have athletic 
value, not Just an aesthetic 
one? 

They certainly have athletic 
value. Anyone who has played 
beach voUeyball will tell you 
that you need extraordinary 
levels of agility, stamina, flex- 
ibihty and speed. There’s no 
doubting the athletic values 
of beach volleyball. But what 
it actually does is attract a 
wider audience, particularly 
among yoimger people. So, it’s 
veiy good that new sports like 
beach volleyball bring yoimg 
people into the sport 
movement. 

So are new, untraditional 
sports what the Olympic 
movement needs? 

The Olympic movement has 
always moved with the time. It 
was only in 1984 that women 
first ran the marathon. Triath¬ 
lon is a relatively new sport. 


and organizers recognized that 
it was very popular and grow¬ 
ing in size. And BMX-cycling is 
now an Olympic sport. 

The king of any Summer 
Olympics is the men’s 100 
meter race. How much 
faster can they go? 

Much, much faster! It’s not 
within your imagination or 
mine that if we sit here in 40 
years’ time discussing this, 
we’ll look back at what Usain 
Bolt is now doing and smile. 
I’ve broken world records, 
my world records have been 
broken. The current world 
records can easily be broken. 
Usain Bolt can easily break 
the world 100 meters world 
record, and so can Yohan 
Blake and Tyson Gay. 

Will it be possible to keep 
sports clean from doping? 

Tlie honest answer is no. But 
we’re winning the testing 
battles, and crucially, we’re 


winning the battle for hearts 
and minds. It’s vitally import¬ 
ant to explain to young people 
that doping is completely 
unnecessary! I broke world rec¬ 
ords and won Olympic Games 
without taking performance¬ 
enhancing drugs. Secondly, 
doping is dangerous. There 
are long-term health effects. 
Thirdly, it’s cheating. We’re 
winning the battle, but it will 
always be a battle. 

Do you ever watch the 1500 
race and get the urge to jump 
in and be part of the action 
once again? 

No! Every time I think it 
might be palatable or at¬ 
tractive to participate as a 
competitor again, I just open 
a day in any of my training 
diaries. Then I know exactly 
why I’m here, not out in a 
running track. But when I 
attend sports events, I love 
sitting with the coaches and 
athletes.

Fallout from a Secret Service 
prostitution scandal ricocheted 
aroimd the nation’s capital 
Tuesday, with congressional 
and military investigators 
digging into the situation 
more deeply and the White 
House facing questions about 
the competency of the agency 


The sorry tale of Seamus, 
the Irish setter who spent 12 
stressful hours atop Mitt Rom¬ 
ney’s station wagon on a road 
trip to Canada, is back in the 
spotlight after the Republican 
front-runner and his wife faced 
questions about the 1983 inci¬ 
dent in a high-profile prime¬ 
time interview. 

“The dog loved it,” a laugh¬ 
ing Ann Romney told ABC’s 
Diane Sawyer in an interview 
earlier this week. 

“He would see that crate 
and, you know, he would go 
crazy because he was going 
with us on vacation. It was to 
me a kinder thing to bring him 
along than to leave him in the 
kennel for two weeks.” 

Sawyer, however, ques¬ 
tioned the extent of Seamus’s 
enjoyment as he sat in a windy 
crate on the roof of the car for 
12 hours. She pointed out the 
dog had experienced intestinal 
distress during the drive from 
Boston to the Lake Huron com¬ 
munity of Grand Bend, where 
the Romney family still owns a 
cottage. 

According to a 2007 Boston 
Globe profile of Mitt Romney, 
his disgusted boys alerted their 
father to the fact that Seamus 


designed to protect President 
Barack Obama’s life. 

At least 20 women were 
involved in last weekend’s 
incident with Secret Service 
agents, U.S. militaiy per¬ 
sonnel and prostitutes at a 
Colombian hotel just before 
Obama arrived for a regional 
summit, a senator briefed on 
the situation said.

A well-known activist in 
the Halifax gay community 
died a Good Samaritan early 
Tuesday morning after at¬ 
tempting to stop a fight be¬ 
tween two men outside a bar, 
police say. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian Pal- 
meter said Raymond Taavel 
intervened between his al¬ 
leged assailant, 32-year-old 
Andre Noel Denny, and an¬ 
other man outside the Menz 
Bar on Gottingen Street. 

“The suspect turned and 
then began assaulting him,” 
said Palmeter. “A passerby 
saw the injured man and the 
man running and was able 
to lead us in the direction to 
help us locate him.” 

Denny was found a short 
time later hiding in a nearby 
alley and police are treating 
the 49-year-old Taavel’s death 



as a homicide, said Palmeter. 

He’ll appear in Hali¬ 
fax provincial court today 
charged with second-degree 
murder. 

Police also would not say 
if the incident relates to a 
hate crime. Menz Bar is a gay 
bar in the city’s north end. 

“There has been specula¬ 
tion online and in the com¬ 
munity that this was a hate 
crime,” a statement by po¬ 


lice read. “While we cannot 
provide specific information 
about the case as it is still 
under investigation, police 
have spoken to a number 
of witnesses and are consid¬ 
ering all possibilities with re¬ 
spect to the motive.” 

Denny was a patient at the 
East Coast Forensic Hospital 
in Dartmouth and failed to 
return to the facility follow¬ 
ing an unescorted leave on 


Monday. He was in the hos¬ 
pital after being found not 
criminally responsible on 
a charge of assault causing 
bodily harm from Sydney. 

Court documents from 
2009 describe Denny as 
suffering from paranoid 
schizophrenia and “being 
grossly psychotic” with a 
history of “aggressiveness, 
impulsivity and unpredict¬ 
ability.” 


Assault. Raymond 
Taavel wrote of previous 
gay-bashing in 2010 


Tuesday’s early-morning 
beating was not the first 
time Ra 3 nnond Taavel was 
assaulted, according to a 
chilling article written by 
the victim himself two 
years ago in Wa 5 wes Maga¬ 
zine. 

In the May 2010 article, 
Taavel, a former editor of 
the LGTB magazine, pub¬ 
lished a first-person account 
of his encounter with two 
men at a local pizza shop. 

The 49-year-old, who 
died yesterday after being 
assaulted outside a bar on 
Gottingen St. in Halifax yes¬ 
terday, wrote that he was 
confronted about being gay 
while waiting in line at The 
Big Slice at Halifax’s “pizza 
corner” on May 17. 

After admitting he was 
gay, Taavel wrote that he 
then received a “backhand” 
to the head from one of the 
men. 

In the article, he de¬ 
scribed his reaction. 

“Shock, fear, bewilder¬ 
ment, anger. These were 
some of the feelings that 
flashed through me as I 
glared a my assailant and 
his friend,” Taavel wrote. 

Taavel said he then 
called police and followed

his assailant. He wrote that 
he felt “empowered” be¬ 
cause he chose to act upon 
the attack. 

“ft reminded me that as 
a member of Halifax’s LGBT 
community, I take my own 
safety for granted and I do 
so because I live my life 
freely and openly.” 

“I’ve been reminded first¬ 
hand via a backhand why I’ll 
be marking May 17.” metro

An organization that 
promotes scientific and 
skeptical thinking is 
calling for an inquiry to 
learn just how prevalent 
exorcisms are in Canada 
after a news report last 
week said a Saskatoon 
church is actively seeking 
an exorcist. 

In some severe cases, 
believing you are pos¬ 
sessed by a demon is an 
actual symptom of mental 
illness, said Justin Trot- 


tier with the Centre for 
Inquiry. 

“We can’t have un¬ 
licensed and unregulated 
individuals performing 
what essentially amounts 
to medical or psychiatric 
treatment,” Trottier said. 

Last week, there were 
reports that Saskatoon’s 
Roman Catholic Diocese 
was searching for an 
exorcist after a priest 
was called to a home by 
a woman who said her 
uncle showed signs of be¬ 
ing possessed by the devil. 

Blessings were of¬ 
fered until his behaviour 
returned to normal, but 
church officials said no 
formal exorcism took 
place.

Legislation aimed at cyber- 
bull 5 dng to be tabled Wednes¬ 
day in the Nova Scotia legisla¬ 
ture is being described by the 
education minister as a first 
step in the government’s ap¬ 
proach to bull 3 dng in schools.

Jennex didn’t reveal de¬ 
tails about the legislation, 
but she said it would address 
recommendations set out by 
a task force on online bully¬ 
ing last month. She said the 
legislative changes would set 
the stage for forther meas¬ 
ures to deal with bullying in 
schools. 

“Our legislation is really 
putting things in place and 
providing a framework ... for 
the continued work that we 


are doing,” she said. 

The family of Courtney 
Brown, a 17-year-old Parrs- 
boro girl who took her own 
life in March 2011 after she 
had been bullied online, said 
they want the government to 
act quickly. 

“When there are lives at 
stake, nothing is ever fast 
enough,” said Tom Brown, 
Courtney’s father. 

The Brown family ap¬ 
peared at the legislature to 
support the Tory bill.

Rescued bear cub to be released back into the wild 


The Manitoba government 
has decided a rescued bear 
cub nicknamed Makoon will 
released back into the wild in 
June. 

James Duncan with the 
province’s wildlife branch 
said Friday that officials dis¬ 
cussed the fate of the black 
bear with animal experts and 
determined he could be re¬ 
habilitated and released. 

“It’s too bad that this bear 
was subject to such exposure,” 
said Duncan. “But according 
to our own bear expert and 
others, given the stage of its 
hfe it’s not likely to have im¬ 
printed on humans. 

He said the animal will re¬ 


main at the Assiniboine Park 
Zoo in Winnipeg for another 
seven or eight weeks. 

Ofiicials will then release 
the cub in a remote location 
of the province to boost its 
chances of survival, since 
adult male bears tend to prey 
on cubs. 

The cub became a celeb¬ 
rity after a man from St. Malo 
found him d34ng in a ditch last 
month and took him home to 
nurse him back to health. 

Hundreds of people trav¬ 
elled to the home to cuddle 
the bear and take his photo 
before conservation officers 
took him away.

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The unique sound of space 


Planetary 

phenomena. Scientists 
recreate the sounds 
of outer space by 
drawing on physics 
and mathematics

In space, the saying goes, no 
one can hear you scream. 
But what does space itself 
sound like? 

Scientists used the prin¬ 
ciples of physics and math¬ 
ematics to recreate the 
sounds of Venus, Mars and 
Saturn’s moon Titan. Using 


the different aspects of pres¬ 
sures, temperatures and 
atmospheres they replicated 
what various natural phe¬ 
nomena like thunder and 
whirlwinds would sound 
like. 

“All these probes have 
gone to other worlds and 
they have brilliant cameras, 
but they never told us what 
other worlds sound like,” 
Tim Leighton, professor of 
ultrasonics and underwater 
acoustics at the University of 
Southampton, told Metro. He 
spearheaded the planetary 
sounds project. 

Leighton explained that 
things sound differently on 
different planets because of 
the different atmospheres on 
any given planet. 


Using the example of hu¬ 
man voice, the way we make 
sound while talking is sim¬ 
ple. The speaker creates aud¬ 
ible words by vibrating their 
vocal chords. The higher the 
pitch, the faster the vocal 
chords move. By sounding 
higher, it makes the speaker 
seem smaller. 

When you listen to some¬ 
one speak, there is a slight 
echo of every note you say 
that comes from inside your 
body and outside from your 
surroundings. 

This helps the listener 
perceive whether or not you 
are speaking in a big room 
or a tiny closet and how big 
of a creature you are. Leigh¬ 
ton said that unconscious 
ability to hear these echoes 


probably developed as a sur¬ 
vival trait so humans could 
figure out exactly how big 
that animal roaring in the 
distance was. 

Things change on differ¬ 
ent planets. For example, on 
Venus, the pitch of some¬ 
one’s voice would drop from 
a soprano to a bass because 
they would have to push the 
thick, soupy atmosphere out 
of the way with the sound 
waves of their vocal projec¬ 
tion. Also, because the speed 
of sound travels much faster 
on Venus, it would make 
the person sound smaller. 
You’d have to yell as well: 
The dense atmosphere would 
make it hard to hear. 

“You’d sound like a bass 
Smurf,” Leighton explained. 


Titan 


Sound of 
Saturn 

Tim Leighton previously 
made headlines when he 
predicted what a waterfall of 
liquid methane would soimd 
like on Titan. 

When the Huygen’s probe 
was sent to explore Titan for 
water in 2004, he wondered 
to himself what would hap¬ 
pen if all visual equipment 
failed on the craft from the 
impact of the crash. Leighton 
said the only way to find out 
if the probe hit water would 
be to hsten for the splash or 


a surroimding waterfall, but 
it wouldn’t soimd like what 
we normally hear on Earth. 

Saturn’s moon is espe¬ 
cially interesting to research¬ 
ers because it is the only 
other planet besides Earth 
where evidence of stable bod¬ 
ies of surface hquid has been 
found, and its climate has 
also been found to be similar 
to our planet, michelle

Bank of Canada 
announcement to raise 
interest rates prompts 
rise in Canadian dollar 


The Bank of Canada took mar¬ 
kets by surprise Tuesday in 
sending a strong signal it is get¬ 
ting ready to raise interest rates 
based on improved prospects 
for the global and Canadian 
economies. 

The hawkish statement sent 
the loonie immediately higher 
after the 9 a.m. ET release time, 
and it closed up 0.96 of a cent at 
100.99 cents US. 

As expected, the bank kept 
the trendsetting target rate at 
one per cent — where it has 
been since September 2010 — 
but it was the language in the 
accompanying statement that 
caught investors off guard.

Sears Canada to make it easier to return products 


Returning products to Sears 
stores will get a lot easier 
starting next month, the 
company said Tuesday. 

The national retailer 
will overhaul long-standing 
return policies that have 
sometimes left customers 
frustrated, new chief execu¬ 
tive Calvin McDonald said 
Tuesday at the Sears Canada 


annual meeting. 

Sears will scrap the 10- 
day return policies that 
have existed for years and 
it will also stop charging a 
20 per cent restocking fee 
for big ticket items such as 
appliances, electronics and 
outdoor power equipment, 
among others. 

The changes are part of a 


major revamp of operations at 
Sears Canada,which has been 
strugghng to overcome losses 
as well as find its strategy 
ahead of an onset of new com¬ 
petition from discount retail¬ 
ers like Walmart and Target. 

“When we look at the 
market, times are tough. Con¬ 
sumer confidence is low and 
unemplo 3 mient is not getting 


dramatically better,” McDon¬ 
ald told shareholders. 

“There are a lot of reasons 
we can sit and point to how 
and why it’s tough to grow 
topline, but we don’t look at 
those factors.” 

Instead, the company will 
focus on improving its prod¬ 
uct, store conditions and mar¬ 
keting, he said. 


McDonald was brought 
on last summer to help re¬ 
verse recent losses, and he 
immediately began an initia¬ 
tive to de-clutter the stores. 
Last month, the company 
said three high-profile depart¬ 
ment stores in Vancouver, 
Calgary and Ottawa would 
close by the end of October 
affecting some 670 jobs. 


As for the return pohcy, 
the changes raise questions 
about whether many consum¬ 
ers could take advantage of re¬ 
turn pohcies, which is a factor 
executives spent much time 
discussing, McDonald said. 

“It’s a balance between not 
penalizing customers but not 
pa 3 dng for abuse,” he said.

Michael Phelps: After winning a 
record eight gold medals in Beijing, 
the 26 -year-old American swimmer 
is back for his final big splash 
before retirement.

Samuel Bendall works 
nine to five as an assistant 
account manager for an L.A.- 
based PR firm. But over the 
last five years, he has created 
a rewarding — and even lu¬ 
crative — part-time career as 
a wedding photographer. 

Bendall, a recent Califor¬ 
nia State-Northridge grad, 
books about one wedding per 
month and grosses between 
$1,500 and $6,000 for each 
one (a fairly industry-stan¬ 
dard rate). 

The work is certainly 
more rewarding than his 
former part-time jobs in 
the restaurant business, but 
building a viable wedding 
photography business is far 
more challenging than most 
people realize. 

“I don’t do it full-time 


because of how much work 
is involved in a wedding. It’s 
hard to convey to people,” he 
explains. 

“It’s more logistics than 
anything: meeting with the 
family, the wedding planner. 
Plus, there’s a lot on the 
back end of processing and 
packaging good images. You 
spend about 10 per cent of 
your time actually at the 
wedding.” 

And, unlike other part- 
time jobs, wedding photog¬ 
raphy requires both passion 
and talent. Bendall has been 
a photographer since high 


school and avidly pursues 
his own artistic photo 
projects. 

But, perhaps most im¬ 
portantly, the job demands 
an intrinsic feel for public 
relations. 

“You can’t just be a good 
photographer, you have 
to be an incredible inter¬ 
personal communicator: Ex¬ 
plain concisely, to difficult 
people, what exactly you’re 
doing,” says Bendall. “It’s 
like Oscar Wilde said: Tf 
you want to tell people the 
truth, make them laugh, 
otherwise they’ll kill you.’”

If the model you’re 
driving has a manual transmis¬ 
sion and exhibits any clutch 
chatter or slippage, move to 
another imit, or negotiate for 
a new clutch. A check-engine 
light may be caused by a bad 
emissions system component.

Have a H 3 amdai mechanic 
check the imderside of your 
potential used Accent for signs 
of a leak from the transaxle. 

If the power windows 
appear to move slowly or ‘chat¬ 
ter’ on their way up or down, 
the involved window regulator 
may be on its way out.

Whenever I ride shotgun I 
tend toward second-guess¬ 
ing the driver and twitching 
in my seat. 

So imagine me sitting be¬ 
hind the steering wheel of a 
“self-driving” car while it is 
being driven by a computer. 
And a computer I’ve never 
even met! 

But, not surprisingly, 
the Cadillac SRX stays on 
its course around the big 
oval at GM’s Milford Prov¬ 
ing Grounds with expert 
facility. And well it should, 
equipped as it is, with 
enough computer hardware 
and software to run a small 
space program. 

The SRX is GM’s latest in 
a long series of “self-driv¬ 
ing” vehicle prototypes. Its 
first one was built way back 
in the late 1950s, and was 
also a Cadillac (the 1959 
Cadillac Cyclone concept). 
The SRX version is a lot 
closer to being a production 
reality. 

Before we were chauf- 
feured in the SRX by soft¬ 
ware and sensors. Dr. Alan 
Taub, GM’s vice-president of 
Global Research & Develop¬ 
ment, confirmed that some 
form of autonomous driv¬ 
ing will be available by the 
end of this decade. 

He noted that the 
minute we started trying 
to prevent crashes, through 
such systems as ABS and 
stability control, we started 
on the path toward a self¬ 
driving car. 

Today, many cars can 



not only alert and assist the 
driver to avoid a crash, they 
can also intervene on our 
behalf to avoid a crash. The 
technology that enables 
“not crashing” is the same 
for self-driving vehicles. 
They include sensors, brak¬ 
ing and steering wheel ac¬ 
tuators, software, cameras, 
radar and satellite naviga¬ 
tion. 

The concept of a future 
without a human behind 
the wheel is sure to raise 
the ire of driving enthusi¬ 


asts and control freaks 
the world over. But before 
you start assembling with 
the intent of storming 
the CM proving grounds 
with pitchforks, take heed 
that Dr. Taub has also gone 
on record saying that every¬ 
one should experience the 
joy of driving, so if there 
is autonomous driving 
in GM’s future, it will be 
equipped with an “on and 
off” switch. 

GM says a better way of 
picturing this “on and off” 


switch is to think of it as a 
“super cruise control” but¬ 
ton. Like regular cruise, 
it would only be engaged 
in certain situations, like 
extended stretches on ap¬ 
propriate and/or designated 
highways, and would not re¬ 
place the human driver for 
the vast majority of driving 
situations. 

For one thing, the SRX 
prototype’s current tech¬ 
nology needs to pick up 
the lane marking on the 
roadway, with its suite of 


on-board cameras. So a dirt 
road, a snow-covered road, 
or a rainy day will immedi¬ 
ately put the kibosh on au¬ 
tonomous driving. 

But the experimental 
SRX “self” brakes, acceler¬ 
ate and steer fairly smooth¬ 
ly, a lot more smoothly, in 
fact, than my Uncle Joe ever 
drove. And other than the 
big stack of computers in 
the cargo area — and the 
extra exposed wiring — it 
looks pretty much like a 
regular Gadillac SRX. 


A production self-driving 
SRX, however, will require 
another advance in sensor 
technology. 

“You couldn’t do it with 
today’s sensors, it’s going 
to be tomorrow’s,” said GM 
engineer Eric Raphael, who 
has the big job of research¬ 
ing how to “productionize” 
a future self-driving Gadil¬ 
lac. 

He also happened to be¬ 
ing riding shotgun during 
my “self-drive” drive and 
never flinched once.

If tlie road has seemed a little 
brighter these days, it’s not 
your eyes playing tricks on you. 
Many automakers, especially 
the premium brands, use high- 
intensity discharge headlights, 
or HID, which produce a bright 
white hght. 

“The light intensity is closer 
to a natural light,” says Hayato 
Mori, manager of product plan¬ 
ning at Honda Canada. “HIDs 
put out hght that is much more 
intense than a halogen head- 
hght. They also use less electri¬ 
city.” 

A conventional halogen 
headhght is an incandescent 
bulb. It uses a filament that 
heats up to create hght, while 
the halogen gas inside the bulb 
increases the hght’s intensity 
and helps to lengthen the fila¬ 
ment’s hfespan. 

HID headlights don’t use 
filaments. Instead, they con¬ 
tain a gas, most commonly 
xenon, which hghts up when 
electricity flows into a diode 
in the headlight. This is similar 
to the way a fluorescent hght 
works, but the xenon gas hghts 
up much faster. Even so, HID 
headhghts still need to warm 
up, and if your car has them, 
you’h notice that it takes a few 
seconds before they reach their 
full brightness. 


On many cars with HID 
headhghts, only the low-beam 
hghts use the xenon bulbs; the 
high-beam hghts are halogen 
bulbs. Some use “bi-xenon,” 
meaning that both the low 
and high beams are HID, but 
there aren’t two bulbs. Instead, 
there’s a single HID bulb with 
a shutter in front of it. When 
the driver has the low-beam 
headhghts on, the shutter fhps 
down, reducing the amoimt of 
hght shining out. 

“When you want high- 
beam, the shutter fhps up,” 
Mori says. “It’s a more expen¬ 
sive setup, because it requires 
switches to fhp the shutter up 
and down, but you achieve low 
and high beams with one bulb.” 

A third headhght type, hght- 


emitting diode or LED, is avail¬ 
able on a few premium models 
and wih be coming to Acura 
and possibly Honda, Mori says. 
Many cars already use them as 
tailhghts. 

“Instead of a gas, the diodes 
react to electricity. They don’t 
consume as much electricity. 
The lamps don’t get hot, but 
the device that powers them 
does, and the dMculty is in 
keeping that cool. It requires 
fans and cooling mechanisms, 
and it’s difiicult to make, so 
that’s why you don’t see a lot 
of these right now. As more 
manufacturers use it and the 
technology gets better, it wih 
bring the cost down, and you’h 
see it on more conventional 
cars in the future.”

Sharing driving duties 
in a truck with 18 
speeds, two front 
axles and 1,650 
pound-feet of torque 
in a rather unforgiving 
and desolate place

There’s something about this 
clutch that’s different. Maybe 
even a little weird. 

For starters, it’s a whole 
bimch stiffer than a clutch 
pedal in a normal car. 

“We’re empty, so start off 
in low range on the low split 
of second gear.” Frank Porter’s 
voice is confident, relaxing and 
even, which is expected from a 
man with more than 40 years 
experience behind the wheel 
of rigs hke this. 

We’re in Quebec today, on a 
lonely stretch called Highway 
389 that’s about 1,000 kilo¬ 
metres northeast of Quebec 
City. (For the route, enter this 
address into your Web brows¬ 
er: http://tin 3 mrl.com/cekhvxs). 

Easing out the clutch, the 
450-horsepower 12.8-litre De¬ 
troit Diesel’s 1,650 poimd-feet 
of torque begins to chum in 
tandem with the rear wheels. 

Under Frank’s guidance 1 
work through the gears of the 
18-speed Eaton FuUer trans¬ 
mission, “splitting” each gear 
through the “H” shift pattern 
with a switch on the side of the 
shifter. There’s more, though. 
You have to flip the switch on 
the front of the shifter up into 
“high range,” simultaneously 
moving the shifter back to the 
second gear position ... and do 
it all again, splitting each of the 
high-range gears. 

After a lot of rowing, 18th 
gear is Anally here and 1 get to 
move my laser-hke gaze from 


the tachometer and the road 
ahead to the speedometer. 
Wooohoooo, a whopping 80 
km/h, which is actually plenty 
of speed for this snow-and ice- 
packed umbihcal cord that 
reaches out to Labrador City in 
Newfoimdland and Labrador. 

It’s my second day on the 
road with Frank Porter, a pro¬ 
fessional tmck driver, and Luke 
Thompson, who’s a Western 
Star tmck sales consultant — a 
guy I’ve known for years. 

Luke has sold a lot-fliU 
of big, serious Western Star 
tmcks to customers in Labra¬ 
dor City and there is only one 
way to get them there. 

Drive from wherever to 
Baie-Comeau, a town on the 
north shore of the Saint Law¬ 
rence River, 400 kilometres 
northeast of Quebec City, then 
head north on Quebec’s infam¬ 
ous Highway 389 to the middle 
of nowhere. 

Midway through that deso¬ 
late road is precisely where I 
And myself behind the wheel 
of a new-but-fllthy Western 
Star 4800TS dump tmck. 

The “TS” stands for twin- 
steer which uses tandem front 
steering axles. Because of this, 
the cab sits high enough that 
you can actually look down at 
the drivers of passing 18-wheel¬ 
ers. The proverbial “high 
horse” indeed. 

This trip is different than 
any of the media junkets I’ve 
been on where a gaggle of 
auto writers are pampered and 
hosted while they try out new 
products in controlled environ¬ 
ments. I’m the only scribe on 
this trip and it’s trial by fire on 
this road. 

With a conventional three- 
person cab, our luggage was 
wrapped in heavy-duty green 
garbage bags and heaved into 
the massive 6.5-metre-long 
dump box capable of carrying 
21 tons of earth, rock, sand, 
salt or whatever bulky stuff 
needs to be moved somewhere. 

“What’s the filet of this mn, 
your favourite part?” I ask Luke 
after switching tmcks. 


“The sign that says Labrador 
City 25 kilometres,” he laughs. 

Route 389 is a bmte of a 
road that mns almost 600 
kilometres north from Baie- 
Comeau to Fermont, Quebec, 
at the Labrador border. Then 
it’s a short distance along the 
Labrador Highway to Labrador 
City. 

We made friends on the 
road to Labrador with heavy- 
haul guys flat-bedding a dis¬ 
assembled mining tmck on 
that one-way northern trek 
that most equipment takes to 
booming Labrador. Of course, 
they are driving Western Star 
tmcks — the big 600-horse- 
power 4900-model tractors that 
make our twin steer dumpers 
look like Labrador sports cars. 

We leapfrog each other all 
morning and meet again at the 
halfway fuel stop and restau¬ 
rant. 

After coffee, I climb back 
behind the wheel of Frank Por¬ 
ter’s tmck, strap in and start 
working the gears imder his 
watchful eye. Shift, split, shift, 
split, go for high range. 

“The longest way around is 
the shortest way there,” says 
Frank who is filling me with 
stories of his career in the 
tmcking world that has earned 
him two Safety Council Milhon 
Mile Awards for mishap-free 
driving. 

After a while with Frank, I 
move back into the passenger’s 
seat of Luke Thompson’s tmck. 
Approaching Labrador City, 
I feel the usual bliss of safely 
reaching the destination but 
also sadness that the roving 
driver-training session on the 
road to Labrador is over. 

“Just sold two more rigs up 
here!” Luke advises checking 
his email when we pull up at 
the Two Seasons Motel in Lab¬ 
rador City. 

“Looks hke we’ll be doing 
this again in the next month 
or so.” 

“More serious tmcks for ser¬ 
ious roads,” I nod, in anticipa¬ 
tion of another big tmck driv¬ 
ing lesson.

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Going from joke to 
sales juggernaut 


Interview. Hyundai’s 
U.S. CEO focused on 
quality in order to 
transform carmaker 


North Americans were laugh¬ 
ing at H37undai’s cars when 
John Krafcik joined the com¬ 
pany eight years ago. 

The cars were ugly and 
often broke down. The only 
reason to buy one was be¬ 
cause it was cheap. Jay Leno 
once joked that you could 
double a H37undai’s value by 
filling it up with gas. 

No one’s laughing now. 

The Korean automaker’s 
quality has improved, and 
it’s among the leaders in 
fuel efficiency and styling. 
Sales are up more than 60 
per cent since 2008, the year 
Krafcik (pronounced KRAF- 
chick) became CEO of Amer¬ 
ican operations. H37undai’s 
Elantra compacts and Sonata 
mid-size sedans are in such 
demand that few discounts 
are offered. And although the 
company’s U.S. sales are just 
a fraction of General Motors’ 
or Ford’s, they’re growing so 
quickly that H37undai is feared 
by every other carmaker. 

Hyundai had already start¬ 
ed to change before Krafcik 
arrived, offering a 10-year, 
100,000 mile warranty with 
its cars. But the transforma¬ 
tion from joke to juggernaut 
accelerated under his watch. 

Krafcik, 50, is a Stanford- 
trained engineer and manu¬ 
facturing expert. He began 
his career as a manufactur¬ 


ing engineer at a General 
Motors-Toyota joint venture 
factory set up so GM could 
learn how Toyota made cars. 
While working for the ven¬ 
ture in the early 1980s, he 
saw the gap in standards be¬ 
tween Japanese and Amer¬ 
ican plants. He has focused 
on quality ever since. 

Despite H37undai’s turn¬ 
around, Krafcik still worries 
about quality. 

“It only takes one small 
mistake with a critical part in 
a safety-related system to de¬ 
rail all of the good work that 
we’ve done,” he says. 

Krafcik recently spoke 
with The Associated Press in 
New York. 

Your company has made 
a remarkable turnaround 
since the early 1990s when 
it sold inexpensive cars 
that fell apart. How did you 
make the transformation? 
First you had to build that 
foundation of quality and 
consumer trust. By the time 
we got to the late ’90s, we 
knew that our quality was 
good. We knew our reputa¬ 
tion was horrible. And the 
America’s Best Warranty, 
that 10-year, 100,000-mile 
powertrain warranty, ended 
up being huge. We were able 
to take ourselves from about 
90,000 units (cars and trucks) 
per year at the absolute pits 
of our sales — this was in the 
late ’90s — to 300,000 and 
400,000 within four or five 
years. 

That was a bet-the-company 
move? 

It was an absolute bet-the- 


company move. If we had got¬ 
ten that one wrong, then the 
company would have failed. 
And rather quickly, too, as 
the warranty expense and ex¬ 
posure are significant when 
you’re taking a bath that big. 

What’s something that has 
surprised you about how 
people use their cars? 

The car as personal living 
space. It’s amazing how much 
stuff people carry around. 
Finding room for people’s 
stuff is one of our priority 
focal points. Let me give you 
a great example. Gup holders 
and bottle holders. 

This is a great success for 
H37undai, and it took some 
time to convince the engin¬ 
eers that this is what we 
needed to do (because) cup 
holders cost money. If you’re 
going to do them right, they 
have little gripper fingers 
and you have to make more 
expensive moulds and stuff. 
Engineers never understand 
why a driver would need two 
cup holders and the front seat 
passenger would also need 
two cup holders. 

What could derail your sales 
growth? 

It only takes one small mis¬ 
take with a critical part in a 
safety-related system to de¬ 
rail all of the good work that 
we’ve done. So we’re being so 
careful and cautious, putting 
in quality operating systems 
and insuring that evei^hing 
is working with them. We 
need to get to this point of 
tier-one quality in ever 3 d:hing 
we do. But we’re not there
